Saturday afUsrncwn train No. 10, in cboTM 
of Conductor J. Compton, Engineer Phllfp 
Carroll, consisting of Engine 574, two loaded 
coal can and a oabooae, left Central City. 
Ky., bound waat Tto train reac h ed Book* 
port at 8:4ff p. m. and raoelTed the signal 
from tho bridge waf/chrnan to cross the 
bridge, everything safe. 

Tbe engineer started the train over the 
bridge at tbe usual rate of speed, croariag 
tto draw In safety. When reaching tto aao. 
Ucnonttoweat aida of tto oMln atmalmt 
the timbers began omakiag l^ynaatt tha 
weight of the train, and as toon aa the entire 
train wa.s on thnt portion of the itruoture It 
gave away, going down with tha train 
alighting on the bank of the river below. 
Aa aooa ae tto train struck the ground it 
rolled down tto bank taito ttoriTcr.tto 
engine and two oars spilt in thirty faat «t 
water. None of the occupants of tto train 
eacaped injury. 

As soon as possible all tbe available physt* 
clans were hurried to tbe scene of the disaa. 
ter and everything possible was done for tto 
relief of the sufferers. The only one killed 
outright wa.s Lum Coleman, colored, tto 
head braketnan, whose body WOO oanriad 
into the river by the train.

Thomas Fo)i;ln, tbe bridge watchman, was 
standing on the structure when it went 
down, and is badly injured in the back, in- 
ternal injuries, proliably fatal 

Samuel P. Bennett, pump repairer, leg 
and body batlly injured, but not fatal. 

William Lawson, brakeman, leg and arm 
broken and head mjured. 

A relief train arrived at the scene of the 
disaster Sunday morning, and are ll.'-hing for 
the sunken train. The telegraph wires were 
attached to the bridge, and it wan murniug 
before telegraph communication could be 
established. Tbe cause of the accident is 
still a mystery, as examination shows tto 
tlmbar was in goiA oondition.

And is becoming generally believed, ih to the 
effect that the new ruler of Germany, 
barked hy Bismarck, has in mind the iuAti- 
tution of a Beries of provocations to France, 
of which the passport annoyance is bnt the 
lieginning. (If <'our*e, Bit>marck is cre<lited 
with beinc tlie prime mover in the plan, but 
tbe new erniw-n is cotisi<lered as particularly 
hostile tii'.^ni'ls the Kieiich pe.ipi,., miil de- 
sirous of bi in^'itiL( aliiuit a '^a^ with that 
Knintry in order to settle on a more secure 
basis the ownership of .Msaci. Ij<;rr,'iine, and 
of wiping out from the score a few grudges 
which he bears Fram-e. The ol>j«ct of these 
alleged provfH-ations is war, and as one by 
one the indiirnities are launched upon France, 
the latter country (so the story goail) Will ba 
forced to defend her honor. 

"If this l)e true." says the paper that gives 
this story publioAtion, "it would t>e easier 
for France not to wait until forced into con- 
flict, but to strike tbe initial blow herself 
and show the young Hohenzollern that 
France is no mean foe. The victory belonga 
to bim who strikes the first blow. " 

Tha proclamation of tbe new Oerman em- 
peror is awaited with great interest. It is 
certain it will abound in peaceful protesta- 
. tions, which will not tniich rea.s.-iure those 
who have observed the Intensely military 
apirit running through the address to the 
army and navy. Every act of administra- 
tion of the emperor will be carefully scruU- 
aiaid by antira Europe, while the sense of 
rttpoaalbility will for a time act as a check 
'apon tbe emperor. Every ona who knows 
huB baliaves he would wanaly wdoome the 
oBMrtoBil^ to win laurels as a great nltt' 
tarrohlaftaia
